dleton) and his brilliant ability at­ 
tracted attention throughout New Eng­ 
land. In 1895 he caused a sensation by 
publishing a paper entitled “A Relig­ 
ious Analysis of a New 
England 
Town,” in which he pleaded for the 
unification of church 
interests, 
at 
least in small towns, and severely crit­ 
icized the methods used by churches 
to attract: crowds and to raise funds. 
This paper and many of his sermons 
containing similar criticisms, made 
him extremely unpopular with clergy­ 
men of all denominations. He preached 
a series of notable sermons in St, 
Paul’s Church in Boston, and in 1896 
he lectured at Oxford University, by 
invitation, on ‘The ‘Making of the Am­ 
erican Constitution,” making an ex­ 
cellent impression. 
He retained his hold on his own 
palish until 1897, when his engage­ 
ment to Miss Mabel Matilda Jolly, the 
daughter of a Middleton) woolen mer­ 
chant, was announced. His choice did 
not meet with the approval of some 
of the old women in the parish and 
they made things so disagreeable for 
the young minister that he resigned 
and accepted a call to a small parish 
in Ardmore, Pa. He married Miss Jolly 
in 1899 and took her to Ardmore. Sev­ 
en months later she left him and in 
1901 she obtained a divorce on the 
ground of cruelty. After the divorce 
had been granted, Mr. Hale retired 
from the ministry and, .for some time 
at teazle, tried to earn a living as an 
insurance agent. Becoming dissatisfied 
with the insurance business, Mr. Hale 
gave it up and turned newspaper and 
magazine writer. He also took active 
part in politics and went on the .stump 
for Bryan In 1900. 
In 1908, while employed by a New 
York newspaper. Mr. Hale went to 
Europe and obtained, through the in­ 
tervention of Baron von Sternberg, 
who bed been German ambassador to 
the t inted States, an opportunity to 
interview Emperor William who, at 
that time, was cruising off the coapt of 
Norway in the Imperial yacht Hohen- 
zollern. .It was on hoard of that pacht 
that Mr. Hale had that famous inter­ 
view with the Emperor which stirred 
up such a tremendous sensation. The 
Kaiser was severely criticized for his 
indiscreet utterances and the German 
foreign office made strenuous efforts 
suppress the publication of the Inter 
view which was intended for a promi­ 
nent American 
magazine. 
Although 
part of the edition had already been 
Printed, £be publishers of the maga- 
xlne consented to suppress the edition 
and to destroy the plates and event­ 
ually the matter was hushed up. 
Mr. Hale was literary editor of a 
New York newspaper when 'President 
Wilson became governor of New Jer­ 
sey. Mr. Hale was a strong supporter 
of *Mr. Wilson and became aa intimate 
friend of the governor. The friendship 
continued after Mr. Wilson was elm 
od president and (Mr. Hale was a fre­ 
quent visitor st the White House.
